New YonK, March 14.— According to 
advices received from Paris the largest 

and best equipped balloon ever con- 
structed is being made ready for a trip 
to the north pole and the rescue of 
Andree. It will be in charge of the 
famous French aeronauts Louis Godard 
and I'^douard Surcouf. The most origi- 
nal feature of tliia balloon will he a sys- 
tem of 10 small reservoir balloons. It 
will be much larger than that used by 
Andree and will be called "La France." 
It will be capable of remaining 00 days 
in the air. The whole purty will con- 
sist of seven persons. Ti'iese will be 
made up of the chief of the expedition, 
three aeronauts, one meteorologist, one 
explorer and one phyaician. Louis 
Godard will be chief, Edouard Surcouf 
its first aeronaut and M. Cordt second 
aeronaut. M. Godard haa the following 
to say : 

"I believe Andree lives and may be iu 
need of help. That he has not been 
heard from lor six months doea not dis- 
hearten me, and the example set by this 
worthy son of tbe intrepid Vikings 
ahould spur ug to action. His provisions 
n tho balloon will probably soon become 
exhausted, and, if we can avert it, the 
crime of allowing this heroic man to en- 
dure tbe torturing hell of a lingering 
leath by alow starvation must not oc- 
cur. The balloon I mean to use for tins 
expedition will be stronger and bigger 
than Andree's. We will go to Spitzber- 
gen by sea. Then we ahall religiously 
investigate every foothold in the firm 
: ope of finding our Scandinavian brother. 
Iu our search for Andree we mean to 
pay particular attention to tbe coast of 
Greenland and to Franz Josef Land. 



THE ONTARIO FLOODS. 

Water Tbotight to Be Now at Its HelKht— 
Country as Well as Town Sulfers 
Largely. 

ToKONTO, March 15. — (Special)— At 
Chatham the Thamea is still rising, but 
the water will reach its height probably 
in the early morning and rapidly sub- 
aide. The flooding is the worst in a 
quarter of a century. So far no lives are 
reported lost. Besides the merchants, 
the poorer class of residents it all places 
affected lose very heavily. 

Tbe water I^egan to go down in Lon- 
don West this morning, and the resi- 
dents are back in their houses now. 

At Chatham the lumber yards are 
Hooded and the stock is in danger of be- 
ing carried away. Several factories are 
under water and farms in the region 
known as the flats, some of tho best in 
Kent, will lose their buildings and stock. 

Two Recounts Over. 
Toronto, March 15.— (Special)— Ee- 
counta in South Perth and West Huron 
are over save for appeals. Both seats 
go to Conaervativea, as at the first sum- 
ming up of the votes. Beck, Conserva- 
tive, haa two majority over Garrow, Lib- 
eral, iu West Huron. 



W.ssinxcTo.N', March lo.— This was 
another busy day in the war and navy 
departmeuts. Secretary Alger was en- 
abled to make an allotment of funds 
from the appropriatioA,. of ,$50,000,000, 
which will greatly facilitate the work of 
tbe bureaus, which had not been able to 
conclude any contracts for the procure- 
ment ot supplies. This afternoon when 
tlie ordnance bureau waa given :f2,50O,- 
000 business went forward with a ruah. 

The seci-atary also spent a good deal 
of time at intervals during the day in 
consulting ovei the long distance tele- 
phone with naval olhcers in New York 
and it is believed much of this consul- 
tation concerned tho procurement of 
suitable vessels among the auxiliary 
navy for war purposes. The Columbian 
Iron Works at Baltimore, has notified 
the department that it will be able to 
turn over the torpedo boat'Rqdgers next 
Saturday. The new cruiset ^Amazon, 
according to present plansi'will-be man- 
ned entirely from the San^'Franoisco. 
Tliat vessel sailed at (i o'elock this morn- 
ing from Lisbon, and will arrive at the 
Tyne about Friday. 

The war department is greatly disap- 
pointed and annoyed at the dilatorineea 
shown by the contractors, who have 
undertaken to construct the new forti- 
fications along the coast. It ia 
said that only one among 
the whole number has finished 
hia contract oi! time. Tne department 
haa been greatly embarrassed thereby in 
placing its guns and has been obliged to 
extend the time allowed these contract- 
ors. The department has determined 
not to submit to further bbstrdction in 
prosecuting the work undertaken, but 
will do the work itself and refrain from 
entering into contracts. ' 

The enlistment office at New Orleana 
was opened this morning at the custom 
house, in charge of Lieut. -Commander 
Hawley, Chief Engineer Webster and 
Surgeon Parsons. Long before the 
offjces were thrown open several 
fiundred men had gathered before the 
doors, and throughout the morning 
the crowd increased. Among those who 
presented themselves tbe enlistment of- 
ficers found an abundance of good ma- 
terial, and all applicants were subject to 
rigid ezaminatioDB. The promise is that 
the desired qbmplement- of 'men for the 
nary will be easflv obtaiiiied'here. 

MADRiBi March 16,— Biehtenant Com- 
mander Sobral, the former naval attache 
of the Spanish legation at AVashington, 
in an interview at Barcelons, on his ar- 
rival there, is quoted as saying he is con- 
vinced that President McKinley and the 
government of the United States do not 
wish for war and "will reeiat to the ut- 
most the intrigues of the war 
party." Continuing he remarked: 
" Thoughtful Americana also oppose 
war, which ia solely desired by the ad- 
venturers and agitators who compoae the 
jingo party. The majority of the house 
of representatives is composed of men 
without prestige and ot little educa- 
tion, who regard politics as a 
trade and who would - have 
already voted jingo proposals if they 
had not encountered the strength of 
character of President McKinley, whose 
authority is dictatorial. The business 
men of the country dread war with 
Spain, which they believe would be 
a veritable misfortune as shown by the 
fact that the new Spanish squadron 
had hardly started for American waters 
when a panic seized all commercial and 
industrial centres. The jingo campaign 
ia fomented chiefly by two American 
daily newspapers whose insolent lan- 
guage ia a positive shame to Americans. 
It ia evident that the United States in- 
tends Spain shall be the actual declarer 
of war."_ , 

St, Paui, Minn., March '14.— The 
Globe's Waabington special says : The 
President and his cabinet know un- 
oflicially, the result of the Maine in- 
quiry. They are prepared to act. They 
have canvassed the course of events so 
far aa they can foresee them and have 
formulated a policy to meet tbe emer- 
gency. Along its lines the administra- 
tion expects to move unices it is swept 
off its feet by a wave of popular dissatis- 
faction. The Globe'a special correspon-

Tliree United States Parties "Will 
Make Thorough Exploration 
Within a Few Months. 



Then Search for Further Gold 
Deposits and Easiest Means 
of Communication. 



Wasiiinoton, March 15.— The pro- 
jected Alaskan survey party will be 
taken North on the gunboat Wheeling. 
At SkaRway two parties will be de- 
tached, the first under ]\Ir. Barnard, 
proceeding to the Klondike region for 
the purpose of making a topograpliical 
survey of the district adjacent to 
the boundary of Alaska, the 14lBt mer- 
idian. The survey will extend eastward 
from the Yukon between the 64th and 
65th parallels of latitude, and will in- 
clude the Forty Mile district. The maps 
as made by Barnard's party will serve 
SB a basis lor a careful geolouical - inves- 
tigation of the region by Mr. Keith, who 
will use Barnard's camp as a base but 
will operate to some extent independ- 
ently. 

The second party leaving will be in 
charge of Mr. Spurr, who will co-operate 
with Barnard in crossing the passes, and 
on reaching the. mouth of the White 
river will enter upon its special field ot 
work, namely the exploration of the 
White and Tahana river systema. It is 
expected that this party will descend 
the Tahana to its mouth and will explore 
the Melogikaket with a view to future 
operations on the»Koyukuk. 

After organizing the Barnard and 
Spurr parties at Skagway, Mr. Eld 
ridge, with the remaining members of 
the force, will go in the Wheeling to 
Cook Inlet, and land at the mouth of 
the ShuBitna river. He is expected to 
proceed with the entire corps then with 
him up the Shusitna to about lati- 
tude 63 degrees 40 minutes, where 
several forks of the river com- 
bine. At this point a party 
under Mr. Peters will be detached to es 
plore the northeastern portion of the 
KuBBian dramage baain, with the ex- 
pectation that their work will connect 
with that of a party sent from the war 
department to Gopper Eiver, and that 
they will close on Mr. Spurr'a Burvey 
down the Tahana. 

After detaching Mr. PeterB* party, 
Mr. Eldridge will proceed with anasBisl- 
ant westward across the divide between 
the Sushitna and the Keyukuk to Bur 
vey the headwaters of the Kuakokuk 
and examine the navigability of that 
stream by descending it to the usual 
portage to the lower Yukon. 

In the exploration by Peters and Eld- 
ridge sufficient attention will be given to 
the location of a poasible railway from 
Cook Inlet to the Yukon. All the parties 
will rendezvous at St. Michael's by 
September 15. 

The routes traversed will be critically 
inspected with a view to ascertaining 
the moat practicable location for trails, 
wagon roada or railroads. . The character 
and extent of timber will he noted and 
the rivers or streams will be examined 
as to the possibilities of navigation, and 
the height of falls or rapids and the rise 
and fall of the tides will be recorded. 

The geological survey is to be so con- 
ducted as to ascertain the general distri- 
bution of rock maases, their relations 
and so far as may be the character and 
origin of each.

THE VATICAN FOIi PEACE. 

'jThe Pope Speaks on Behalf of Spain and 

Would Make Cuba Free as a 
> British Colony. 

London, March 15.— The PalJ. Mall 
Gazette this afternoon publishes a des- 
patch from Kouie which saya there has 
been a recent exchange of communica- 
tion between the Vatican and Spain in 
regard to Cuba and tlio relation with the 
United States. The Pope, it is said, is 
ready to do all in his power to prevent 
hostilities, which might be fatal to the 
Spanish dynasty. 

Continuing, the despatch says : "The 
Vatican has specially exerted influence 
at Washington and baa tried directly 
and indirectly to dissuade the United 
States from plunging into war with 
Spain. According to information, il 
the otlices of the Pontiff are accepted, he 
proposes that Cuba remain under the 
domination of S|)ain, but that it bo ruled 
•on the lines of an English colony."

eventa aa viewed by the President and 
his cabinet. It can be outlined thus : 

1. The board of inquiry will report 
thia week that the explosion waa ex- 
ternal. 

2. The President will immediately, 
through Minister Woodford, demand 
from Spain an indemnilication of iflO,- 
000,000. 

3. Spain is exjjected to reply express- 
ing her willingness to pay if she is re- 
sponsible, but maintaining that her own 
investigation shows that the explosion 
waa internal and purely accidental. She 
will, therefore, suggest reference to an 
international board of arbitration. 

4. In such an event the administra- 
tion would be dlaposed to comply with 
the suggestion unless there is an emeute 
in Havana or an irresistable demand for 
war sweeps through congress. 

5. If congress acquiesea in the sueges- 
tion the attempt will be made to adjourn 
the body and leave the whole matter in 
the President's hands. 

6. It is expected that a large majority 
of coneresamen will claim that auch a 
matter of honor cannot b? arbitrated. It 
is further expected that the leaders of 
both houBes, including Senator Davis, of 
Minnesota, will favor arbitration. 

Nkw Youk, March 14.— A dispatch 
from Havana saya: Two distinct phases 
of tbe Cuban question are now before 
tho American people. One is whether 
the Maine inquiry shall become a diplo- 
matic incident between the two govern- 
ments, subject to the usual course when 
an international dispute arises over 
facts. The other phase is the military 
and political condition of tbe ialand 
with reference to intervention. Captain 
Sampson and his aasociatea, by prolong- 
ing the investigation for weeks, might 
(inti much further cumulative evidence 
of an external explosion. The compara- 
tively narrow space in which tho divers 
are now working continues to furnish 
proof of an explosion from without; but 
this leading fact waa established two 
weeks ago. The clearing away of the 
debris had added little to tho knowledge 
of the disaster of the Maine. The belief 
is that the Maine was blown up by a 
torpedo is held by experts who have 
watched the progress of the inquiry. 
This brings tlie naval court to the most 
diflicult part of its task. 

Under Admiral Sicard'a instructions 
the boaril ia to report what persons, not 
connected with tbe navy, are reapon- 
aible for the loss of the Maine. VVith 
what is GonGlasive evidence to the minds 
of the members that the loss was due to 
foul play, they are still without con- 
clusive proof of the identity of the con- 
spirators. That the explosion waa not 
the work of a single fanuticis pretty well 
established. Beyond thia the board may 
not be able to go, because the co-opera 
tion of the Spanish government cannot 
be had so long aa Spain holds the theory 
of accident. 

Since Captain Peral, the president of 
the Spanish board, gave out his inter 
view, that is accepted aa the Spanish of 
facial view, no help cuuld be expected 
from the authorities in discovering the 
conspiratora while they are claiming that 
there could have been no conspiracy, be 
cause the Maine explosion was due to i 
myaterioQB accideat. An analysis of 
Captain Peral's theory need not be given 
here. It ia enough that if hia scheme oi 
riieing the hull by means of the floating 
dock were feaeihle, months would pass 
before the final report could be made. 

The mud at the Ijottoui liaa not pre 
vented iho American divers from mak- 
ing an exainiuf.tion of portions of the 
wreck which tho board thought neces 
sary. Tlie perfunctory labors of the 
Spanish divers have not prevented them 
from finding unexploded ammunition in 
parts of the ship while an internal ex 
plosion could hardly have left it intact. 
The turret was blown from port to star- 
board, along with other incidental evi- 
dence of an external explosion. Never- 
theleas no admisaion of the poaaibility of 
foul play will come from tbe Spanish 
board. The matter aa now preaented is 
that the American court, while proba- 
bly not feeling juatiSed in indicating 
suspicion as to the parties to the con 
spiracy, have sifted tlie ovideiico, wliicl 
its members are re.'idy to submit to the 
world in support of the claim that tho 
Maine was deatroyed by foul play. 
When that evidence shall be made pub- 
lic can be judged better in Washington 
than in Havana. 

General Blanco's autonouiiat govern- 
ment, so far as an autonomist govern- 
ment exiata, is reflecting tbe instructions 
from Madrid in enconragiog the resis- 
tance of American intervention on tho 
grounda laid down in the president's 
message. An abatract of Miniater Mo- 
ret'a Bpeech is published hero and one 
and all classes are exhorted to unite. No 
result follows, because while Spain 
might be deceived by the colonial mini- 
ster's pretentions, the people of Cuba 
cannot bo misled. Tiio claim that tho 
Spanish arms are making progreaa only 
draws attention to tho failure, of the 
military operations and to tbe knowledge 
that in what little fighting is now going 
on the insurgents are generally success- 
ful. Senator Proctor carried back some 
clear ideas regarding the military cam- 
paign. They may bo naefal to the ad- 
mintatratfon and to his colleagues tn the 
senate. Two months ago tbe decision of 
the conservative party to take part 
in the elections might have 
had influence. Now it ia of 
little consequence, because, while 
at that time tho prospect existed that 
autonomy might last till after tho elec- 
tion of a Cuban congress, its poBsibility 
no longer exists. The government pro- 
position waa that it should have two- 
thirda of tho congroBs, and tho conserva- 
tives one-tliird. Notwithatanding the 
action of their central committee the 
mass of the intranalgeanta bitterly rc i snt 
the acheme and exhort one another to 
refuse all participation in tho govern- 
ment BO long aa autonomy ia not repudi- 
ated. They denounce Apeztegula and 
hia followera aa traitors to tho Spanish 
government. Tho intranaigeant news- 
papers complain of the proas cenBorabip 



and ask General Blanco to modify it so 
that the questions supposed to be at issue 
in the elections may be freely discussed. 
They will not be granted. The auton- 
omist cabinet, with ita internal dissen- 
sions, has sunk completely out of sight. 

The political and military condition of 
tho Spanish sovereignty in Cuba to day 
is described in a uingle word. It is a 
condition of paralyo-.-: and the United 
States ia feeding tlio sttu ving inhabi- 
tants. Knowledge of a despai^ate nilua- 
tion apparently is nerving the othcia) 
clasaes to excite feeling acainst the 
United States as a means of covering up 
their internal weakness. The presence 
of the Spanish warships serve thia pur- 
pose. Tho ball of the Spanish casino in 
honor of tlio oflicers of the Oquendo and 
Vizcaya gives an opportunity for an ex- 
hibition of loyalty aa intense as that 
shown by the populace when the ships 
arrived. 

The preaa ceneorahip dcea not interfere 
with the Weyler and other papera exhort- 
ing Spaniards to be on their guard 
against the Americana and to forestall 
the blow which they say the United 
States intends to strike in the Philip- 
pines. Thia sentiment spreads while tho 
usual courtesies are exchanged between 
the commanders of the Jlontgomery and 
the Spanish ships. These courtesies do 
not prevent unusual precautions by the 
Spanish men-of-war in the harbor, nor 
do they result in giving the ofHoera of 
the Montgomery shore leave. 

Tbe question haa been raised whether 
when the consular reports are transmit- 
ted to congress, a demonstration may 
not be made against the consuls. This is 
not thought likely. One reason ia that 
Bomo time may elapse before tbe Span- 
ish populace is allowed to know their 
full purport. The preaa cenaorahip seea 
to that. 

The Lee incident was handled by per- 
mitting the publication of a few lines, 
including Sagasta's denial that a "de- 
mand " had been made for Lee's recall. 



New Y'okk, Marcti 15. — Three hun- 
dred artillerymen have been transferred 
from Fort Hamilton and Fort Wada- 
worth to Sandy Hook. Under the dir- 
ection of the army engineera hundreds 
of soldiers and workmen are busy mount- 
ing guns, building ramparts and laying 
other defences at tho Hook. Not since 
the civil war haa such activity been seen 
there. A train of 21 cars loaded with 
12 inch steel mortars, is lying on a sid- 
ing near tbe fortifications. It arrived 
yesterday from the Watorville arsenal. 
The work of erecting mounts for the 
mortars ia being rushed. Many mort- 
ars are already in place. They are ont 
of sight in deep pits with batteriea of Ui 
each, and cannot bo reached by an ene- 
my's guns except by shells. Dozens of S, 
10 and 12-inch steel rilles are at the 
Hook ready for mounting. When the 
engineers are through the fortifications 
will be among the strongest in the 
world. All women and children have 
been ordered from the Hook. The wives 
of many oi the workmen left yesterday. 

Wasiiikctok, March 15.— Estimates 
to meet the cost of the recent addition of 
two regiments of artillery to the armv 
have been sent to congress by Secretary 
Alger. The senate has given special pre- 
cedence to a bill to authorize the con- 
struction of eight new revenue cutters 
not exceeding in coat the sum of $2,. 
225,000. 

The bureau of ordinance of the war 
department has opened bids for a large 
supply of armor-pierclug projectiles and 
for 12,000,000 rifle ball cartridges. The 
bidding brought together a number of 
representativeaof large steel and ammu- 
nition companies, some of whom took 
occasion to give asBurances that in the 
present emergency government work 
would be given the preference over com- 
mercial orders, The bids varied only 
slightly on the various classes of heavy 
shot, varying from $110 each for the S- 
inch to $135 each for the 1,000 pounders. 
Although tbe department intends to 
accept only one bid, or to divide 
the orders between biddern, it afl:orded 
satisfaction to the authorities to know 
that such large supplies could be ob- 
tained from so many sources on short 
notice. 

PmLADELi'niA, March 15.— For 
first time landsmen have been enlisted 
for the United States navy at League 
Island navy yard. Any able-bodied 
man answering the physical require- 
ments is admitted. The reason for thia 
action, one of the offlcera of the ship- 
yard eaya, is that ordera have been re- 
ceived from Washington to recruit as 
rapidly aa posoible 200 landsmen to 
serve aa seamen and coal patsera. 



PACIFIC EXPBBSS.DEEAILED. 

Several Passenger* Slightly Injnred in an 
Accident on the Prairies. 

Winnipeg, March 15. — (Special) — 
The Becond eection of the Pacific ex- 
press, which left here on Sunday night, 
met with an awident west of Mooeejaw 
through a broken rail. The engine and 
baggage cira pflssed over tho break ijafe- 
ly. but three colonist cars were derailed. 
Nine or ten passengera were badly shaken 
p. but none seriously injured.

HAMILTON SMITH ANQEy. 

Says the Government Could Have Made a 
Far Better BarKniii and That Their 
Policy is AU Wrong. 

Mo.sTUKAi,, March 15,— (Special)— The 
Montreal Star prints a signed statement 
from Hamilton Smith, now in New York, 
in which he diacusses the proposition he 
had submitted on behalf of himself and 
his associates to build a railway in Yu 
kon. He says the offer was limited to 
tho 10th inat. that being the latest date 
possible to agree to build such a railway 
during I8'JH. lie continues: 

" Aa events liave shown my over 
tures to the government last year were 
not made in tbe beat manner to secure 
this busineas, if indeed it waa even poa- 
sible for me to secure it. Aa far as any 
(juestion of personal veracity ia concern 
ud in regard to tbeae negotiationa, I am 
(juite content to rest upon my general 
reputation, which though apparently 
not counting for very much with certain 
circles in Canada is pretty well known 
in other parts of the world. 

" Wliether or not the ministry were 
aware that people of undoubted financial 
standing were desirous of building a 
railroad to the Yukon is really im 
material in view of the action of the 
minietry in giving, without asking for 
competition, a railway charter to a firm 
of contractors coupled with conceasiona 
01 mineral lands unprecedented in the 
history of civilized nations. 

" The ofTer which I lately made was a 
bona fide one. Myself and associates 
had ample means to build many such 
railways, and thia offer waa ao much 
better than the contract without compe 
tition entered into by the government 
aa to quite clearly show a far better bar 
gain could have been made, liad other 
tenders been asked for. However, all 
this ia past hiatory so far aa my offer ia 
concerned." 

He then unfavorably criticizes the 
government's policy in general in regard 
to tbe development of the country, con- 
cerning the exaction of royalty, and the 
Stikine route, and denounced the gov- 
ernment aa pursuing a more illiberal 
policy than that of Kruger in the Trans- 
vaal.

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' DEATH OF MR. HDTCHESUK. 

iThe Well Known Head of "The WeBtslde' 
Dies of Faeumonla In Toronto. 

A private telegram "waa received in the 
city last hight at 8:30 annonncinir the 
dentil at tlie^ Jr'neral liospital in Toronto 
of Mr. .las. IJ utcliuaoii of tlielinnofj. 
HiUuheson Co., propriotora of the 
Weataiile dry jtnoda house, ou Govern- 
ment street. Mr, lliUcbeaon left Vic- 
toria on tlie .'!rd inat. tor llie east Willi 
the object of improving iiis health which 
■had been fiiilins for a sliort time b.ick. 
It was alao liia intention to transact 
■ some businesn for hia firm wliile there. 
He arrived in Toronto on the lOlh hipt. 
and the aaine day contracted a aevere 
cold, wliioh later developed into pnen- 
uiouia. On ihe ndvica of Dr. Caven, 
who attended him, he went to the gen- 
eral hospital for treatment, and on 
Saturday last a telegram waa aent to 
Mrs. Hutcheeon, saying there was not 
much hope of his recovery. Later des- 
patches, however, reported him as im- 
proving, but again yesterday HiorninK 
his condition was reported as doubtful, 
and Mrs, Hutcheaon, acconipiuiied by 
her dauRhter. left for the East, taking 
the steamer Kint^eton for .Seattle, wliere 
they were last niRbtwhen the news of 
Mr. Hutcheson's death arrived. The 
measajie was eenl on to them, and they 
will return home this riiorniufr. 

The deceased was til) years of a^e, and 
a native of lielfnat, Ireland. He cauie 
to \'ictoria in ]S5S, niid ehortly after- 
wimls went into iiiinii)},' in the Ciiriboo 
country. Later on he was en<:ii<;ed in 
mining ou i.eech livtr. In 18S0 ho re- 
turned to Victoria and organized ttie 
firm of Hutcheaon, Young it Co., who 
established the White House dry yoods 
store. He was connected with this en- 
terprise until 1.S88, when in part 
nerahip with F. S. Maclure he 
established The Wesfside, No. 70 Gov 
ernment street, with which institution 
he waa connected as senior partner until 
his death. The deceased leaves a wife 
and daughter, who reside at No. .SR Vic- 
toria crescent, and a son, Frank, who 
is at present in Viclorift. 

Tfie news of Mr. Hutcheson's death 
was not unexpected, but conies, never 
theless, as a si Y3-e shook to hia family, 
and as a matter for deep regret among 
Ilia many friends. There were few bet- 
ter known or mors respected private 
citizens in Victoria. 

The remains will be embalmed and 
shipped home for interment.

A YUKOiN POTLATCH, 

Qutbec Friends of the Premier Given for a 
Song Concessions Worth Millions, 

[Toronto Mail and Empire.] 
It looks as if two governments, the 
one in Canada, and the other in the 
United Scates, had seized upon this 
Yukon business to make all they can 
out of it for their friends at our exi)enee. 
So serious is the situation to day that 
the people of Canada may well stand 
aghast, not only at the propositions from 
Washington, hut at the exoloitationa 
■ that are being eO'ected by way" of Otta- 
wa. The secret schemes for the enrich- 
ment of ministerial favorites are coming 
to light one by one. A few days 
ago we were permitted to learn 
that an enormous grant of riv- 
er bed for gold-dredging purposes 
had been made to a friend of the Prem- 
ier, the brother of the late Honoro Mer- 
cier. This man receives a lease of 280 
miles of river in which to dredge for 
cold. The area conceded is jast nine 
times as large as the area which the 
renalations permit. Mr. Mercier'a grant 
covers many rivers in the Klondike re- 
gion and is of great value. La Presee 
characterizes it as a huge job, and de- 
clares that the fortunate grantee can dis- 
pose of the concession to a company and 
walk oil' a wealthy man, albeit he has 
not been within three thousand milea of 
his rivera, much less turned a spadeful 
of Klondike earth. Swiftly following 
upon this case cornea that of the Cheval- 
ier GuBtave Drolet. This gentleman 
is another friend of the Premier, He has 
been useful in a delicate and difficult 
case. To him was entrnsted the 
-duty of proceeding to Rome in 
an ambassadorial capacity and ne- 
rgotiatiog there on the echool 
^^ueation. He also has secured a dredg- 
ing conceesion, covering thirty miles of 
the North Saskatchewan, the rental of 
which is $300 a year.

TEE TAX ON FRESn SALMON. 

The Dominion baa decided to impose 
a tax of oue-balf cent per pound upon 
fresh Biilinoii iQ) pSrtei] from tlio United 
S'ates. The ub!ti.'ii3ible oliject of this ia 
to protect the people who are engaged ia 
catching ealinon in Fraaer river. It ia 
a great mistake and will ba\re the i O'ect 
of injaring thoae whom it is intended to 
benedt. 

The facta of the caae are tliat large 
(piantities of ealmoa, that are bound for 
tlie Fraser, .are taken In fieh trapa in 
United Slates waters. Jt would be more 
patriotic, we presume, if the ealijion 
oannera of the Fraaer would refase to 
buy any flab that were thaa rudely in- 
terrupted ill their journey to Canadian 
territory, l)ut these gentlemen, what- 
ever may bo their views on the question 
of tree trade and protection, in this iiiat- 
ter act upon what used to be tlie funda- 
mental fiscal principle of the Liberal 
party, and buy their lieb where they can 
get them most cheaply. They will con- 
tinue to do thia, and the duty, inatead 
of compelling them to purchase their 
fieh on the Fraaer, will aimply drive 
them over to the L'nited States side of 
the boundary. 

Thia is no idle threat. Last year one 
of the large cannery owners said to the 
Ooi/ONisT that, if the duty was imposed, 
he would at once move bia plant to tbe 
state of Washington. He aaid he was 
-waitine to hear what success attended 
the request of the boards of trade for the 
withholding of the duty before Riving 
his orders fur the summer. II the duty 
■was liept off, he intended to giro inatruc- 
tions to go on with preparationa for tbe 
season 'a pack. If it waa impoaed, be in 
tended at once to give orders to dis 
mantle his plant on the Fraaer and erect 
a new one on the United States side of 
the boundary. Another exteiioive can- 
ner writea tbe Coi.oxiht : '' There is one 
thing you may be perfectly sure of, and 
that ia tbe duty will have tbe efTect of 
driving a great deal of labor and the 
mannfactnre of boxes, labels, etc., and 
Bteruriboat liire, whicli properly belonga 
to thia country, to tlio American side, 
for the salmon will be caught luid jiiickcd 
just the aatuo." 

We draw attention to the fact that the 
fish are not canned for the borne market. 
A very small quantity would supply the 
Oanadian demand. The aale is in Great 
Britain, Continental Europe, Australia 
and elsfiwliere, and it does not mnke the 
least diU'erejico wliere tlie liali are caught 
and packed, when they are taken to the 
markets of those countries. Hence it 
follows that if the business is once driven 
away from tbe Fraaer it cannot be at- 
tracted back again. 

The Fraeer canneries have been estab- 
lished by enterprising Canadians, who 
naturally prefer to carry on business in 
their own country, other things beinc 
equal. Iti will bo hard if'they are driven 
.to; leave the Dominion ami erect their 
planta elaewhere, merely to gratify what 
ia little also than a spirit of demagogu- 
iam. The government receded from its 
position in thia matter last year on rep- 
roaentations made from the Co.Tst, and 
we are not without hope that il strong 
protests are forwarded at once they will 
produce a similar effect this year, There 
.18, or at least there ought to bono pol- 
itick' iii this matter. We have not ao 
. many indostrlep in thia province that 
' are pay tig out' large auma of money for 
labor every yeat that . wo can afford to 
drive out the Eraser river canneriea. 

THE STIKINE ROUTE, 

The news from the Stikineiaof courao 
m.ide the most of by: thoBB pereona and 



of year when, on all occaaions since tliero 
liaa been traffic upon it" the river has 
been solidly frozen over, the ice is in 
Buch condition that a week ago travel waa 
interrupted and no word has since been 
ra':eived,exceptthatif theweatber turned 
cold it would be all right. These being 
the literal facte of the case, they were 
made public in good faith by the British 
Columbia newspaper;', which desire to 
let people know exactly how thinga are. 
We do not wiah to appear invidioua, but 
wo have a auapioion ihot if Seattle had 
taken as much iotereat in the 
Stikine aa Victoria has, the interruption 
to travel would have been euppreased or 
elao the facta would have been distorted 
H) aa to create an impreSBion more 
favorable than they warranted. An il- 
laatration of thia method of dealing with 
the news was shown by a long Poat- 
lotelligencer interview the other day, 
purporting to have been had with a man 
from Dyea. He waa represented aa talk- 
ing enthusiastically ovsr tlio outlook for 
trav(d there, ilo told the Colonist that 
all ho aaid to the I'o.sl- 1 nlclli^'euccr re- 
porter waa: " Yes, 1 c.uue down from 
Dyea." 

The Seattle paper says that the Oana- 
dian government decided upon the Sti- 
kine route witliout a.scertaining the 
facta. Such ia not the case. The opin- 
ion of every person qualilied to judge 
waa taken, and all were to the same ef- 
ffct. Major Walsh, of the Mounted Po- 
lice, Engineer St. Cyr, Engineer Jenn- 
inga, practical miners, experienced 
woodamen and othera are unanimoi a 
in commending the route aa preferable 
to all others. The exjierience of men 
who have travelled on tlio Stikine year 
after year, both suniiner and winter, 
baa all been to the same eflect. Thia 
experience is that for aix montha every 
year, and some yeara lor a week 
or two longer, the Stikine is 
navigable, and that for two months 
every winter, and some seasons for 
for three montha the ice ia fit for a good 
winter road. An altogether exceptional 
winter ia not to be set against the record 
of a quarter of a century. We recall 
that about ten years ago, railway travel 
in Pennsylvania was interrupted for a 
long time by the snow. In the autumn 
of ISOlj railway travel was at a standstill 
for weeks in Western Washington be- 
cauae of floods. It would be ju-t as 
sensible to declare that these conditions 
are normal in Pennsylvania and Wash- 
ington as it ia to condemn the Stikine as 
a winter route, becauae it has been bad 
thia year. 

The Oanadian government in its selec- 
tion of the Stikine route, has shown ex- 
cellent judgment and a thorough know- 
ledge of the conditiona to be encountered. 
It ia thia that makea the Poat-Intelli- 
gencer BO angry and leads it ao to mis- 
represent tbe facts of the case. It be- 
gan this sort of thing last summer and 
we suppose will continue it to the end. 



curtain falls, 

Tlie opposition were not sati.sfied to 
accept Mr. Speaker's ruling, although 
they must have known it to be in ac- 
cordance with British precedent, and 
they challenged it, the result being that 
they were only able to muster ten votes, 
the government vote being nineteen, 
with one member, who usually votes 
with the government, being abeent. If 
ho had been present, the vote would 
doubtless have stood two to one. Whe- 
ther the effect of this vote will be to 
check the obstructive tactics so need- 
lessly begun and badly carried out, we 
do not know. That it oU(?lit to do so, 
we are sure will be the general verdict of 
the people. That every reasonable argu- 
ment is in favor of auch an eU'ect ia also 
plain. But we have ceased to look for 
reason from the opposition. 

In view of the claims that have been 
made during the recess of what charges 
of incompetency and corruption the op - 
position were prepared to hurl agaiutt 
the government, we think this policy of 
obstruction, based upon such thmey pre- 
texts that it could only secure ten votes, 
is tbe lamest and moat impotent conclu- 
sion on record in provincial politics. A 
combination of politiciana tliul can givo 
no better evidi;iico of tlmir useliilneaa 
than tbe expeiuliture of vast (juaiilitiea 
of breatli in ditciiKsinir worn out iaeues, 
has given the best evidence that there ia 
no longer any place for it in our public 
life. An opposition, which after eo 
much boasting, finds itself worse de- 
feated than at any lime in its history, 
baa outlived its uaefulneea.

OBSTRUCTIONISTS CHECKED] 

The obstructive tactics of the oppo- 
aition met with a decided check yester- 
day, when Mr. Speaker ruled that it waa 
not proper under the rnlea of tbe bouae 
to discnaa the general policy of tbe gov 
ernment upon the formal motion " That 
tbe houac resolve itself into a committee 
of tbe whole to consider the motion 
'that supply bo granted to Her Majes- 
ty.' " The plan of the opposition ia to 
talk aa long aa they are physically able 
upon all the formal motions, so as to 
delay the granting of supply as long as 
posaible. No one knows what they hope 
to accompliah by this proceeding. It ia 
doubtful if they know thenieelves. They 
liave determined upon such a course in 
default of any good ground upon wiiicb 
to attack the government.

erniiitnl to dieaolve the house us noon aa 
supjily ia granted. The opposition know 
perfectly well that after supply has been 
passed the government will bring down 
its measures, and may even bring some 
of them down while supply ia 
in progreflp, and will afl'ord every 
facility for the iliscusaion of them. The 
pretence that the ohatructivo tacticb are 
resorted to becauae the rcdiHtrihution 
bill has not been brdugbt down is an ex- 
cuse that deceivea no one. There is no 
necessary connection between supply 
and redidlribution. If tlie latter mea- 
sure does not suit the houae, the govern- 
ment will be defeated upon it, and that 
ia all tliat could happen, if it were intro- 
duced now, Tbe fact of supply being 
voted v»ouId not alter the vote of a 
single member on the rediatribution 
measure, and tbe opposition know it 
perfectly well. They have taken up the 
obstructive plan, because they have 
been induced by the junior member for 
Vancouver to do so. He thinks it a 
wondroualy clever trick. It ia almost aa 
clever aa bia feat of riding two boraea at 
once, which be performed eo gracefully 
during last session. How he has man- 
aged, after that performance, to mes- 
merize Mr. Semlin's followera into ac- 
cepting bia leadership in thia matter of 
obstruction pnsaeacomprehensiou. How 
Ini baa persuaded himself tlut it is good 
generalabip ia difficult to imagine. The 
o ily explanation that suggests itself is 
that he realizea bia own political career

BICYCLERS AND THEIR RIGHTS. 

The bicycle has ceased to bo a curiosity, 
has paaeed through the atngeof nuisance 
and has become a necessity. Men buy 
bicycles not as toys, but for business 
purpoaea, just as they buy carriages and 
wagona. Some people buy them for 
amusement, while others keep liorsea 
for the same put pose and others walk. 
Two years ago the world was divided 
into two claesea, people who rode 
bicycles and those who did not, and the 
line of demarcation waa plain. Things 
have changed. We realize now that 
every man, woman and child baa a right 
to ride a wheel, and has the same reason 
to be respected in the exercise of that 
right as though they rode in a phaeton 
or by choice or necessity confined them- 
selves to that democratic method of 
locomotion known as Shanks' Mare. 

Tbe aforegoing observations were sug- 
gested by the discuasion on Monday 
night in the city council, when there 
seemed to be a disposition on the part 
of some aldermen to treat bicycle riders 
aa though the tact that they like their 
wheels one in front of the other and to 
ait aatrideof them placed them in a dif- 
ferent position in the matter of taxation 
and public improvements to those who 
put their wheels parallel to each oilier 
and have a horee to draw them along. 
Bicycling ia entltled'to bo recognized as 
one of tbe modern means of legitimate 
business locomotion, and the outlay for 
public atreeta should be made aa well 
to accommodate their ridera as other 
people. On tbe principle that the 
greatest good of tbe greatest number 
oaglit always to govern, the convenience 
and aafety of the bicyclists must occupy 
a subordinate pla(;e, ljut there ia neither 
equity nor good judgment in holding, as 
some do, that they should have nothing 
but what they pay for by a apecial tax. 
We <io not mean that the city should 
spend a lot of money makin.^ cinder 
paths in all directions for the mere 
pleasure of bicycliets, but wo do contend 
that tbe comfort and convenience of 
people who prefer the wbeel to other 
modes of locomotion ought to be con- 
sidered, and as far as possible be pro- 
moted in the outlay of money npon the 
public Btreeta in the ordinary way. 

In regard to the iinjiosition ol a ape- 
cial tax upon bicycles, wo presuine that 
no great objection would bo made, nor 
do we think it can properly be made, be- 
cause tbe use of bicycles ia likely to in- 
crease the outlay on our streets, but it is 
not to be forgotten that people who ride 
hicyclea are either taxpayers themselves 
or they are menihers of the faniiliea of 
peojile who pay taxes. If there ia lo be 
a Bjiecial bicycle tax, and we think there 
ought to be, every dollar of it ebouid be 
expended for tbe benefit of thoae who 
ride the noiaelesa ateed.

Practically the whole of yesterday's 
session of the legislature waa taken up 
by the opposition talking against time 
to prevent the ])reliminary motion for 
supply to bo passed. For a time it 
looked like an all night session, but 
upon a point of order taken, after the 
opposition amendment had been voted 
down by 19 to 10, the business of the 
bonee proceeded, and the preliminary 
supply motion passed. 

The house opened with prayer by Eev. 
W. Leslie Clay. 

DKMATK ON .SUl'l'I.V. 

Mr. Speaker cave the following de 
cision on the point of order raised the 
previous day as to the scope of the de- 
bate on a preliminary motion for supply. 

"On Sth March, upon tlie question 
being proposed 'That I do now leave the 
chair, and that the house resolve itself 
into a committee of the whole to con- 
sider the motion ' That supply be granted 
to Her Majesty ?' " a debate arose. Ob- 
jection being taken that the motion is 
not debatable nnder Rule 'J5, which fol- 
lows English Standing Order 51— the 
committee of supply and ways and 
means should be set up as soon as the 
address in reply to the speech of Hie 
Honor the Lieutenant Governor is 
agreed to. This rule has never 
been followed. A practice has grown 
up, ever since Confederation, of com- 
bining two separate and distinct 
matters in one resolution. When the 
house passes the address to the Crown, 
it exptesaes its willingness to trrant sup- 
plies. This consent carries with it 
assent to the creations of the body out of 
which all questions of supply must 
originate, llenco the merely formal 
motion, not debatable, and of which no 
notice is required, is passed, creating 
the committee of supply. See May, 25-1 ; 
Rule 95; ICnglisii Standing Order 54. 
See also Knglish Hansard, 1348 (1887). 
The latter part of the resolution 
refers to huuiciUuig which is to 
be done in the committee of the 
whole. The committee are to conaider 
a matter which involves a charge on 
the public, and under rule 96 anch mo- 
tions can only be introduced by notice, 
and must be referred to a committee of 
the wliole for consideration. According 
therefore to rule iKi, if the house cannot 
take cognizance of any matter of supply 
until it has been first considered in a 
committee of the whole, it would seem 
ttiat there could be no debate on any 
matter coming within the range of the 
budget, because it is not before the 
hous" and cannot be so brought until 
the committee reporta favorably 
'That a supply be granted," and 
tno matter has been fully dis- 
closde by the budget speech. This 
would reduce the range of possible dis- 
cussion to narrow limits. The only 
(juestion, it seems to me, the bouse has 
to consider at present must be, Is the 
present an opportune time to conaider 
the II ueHti(jn ' That a supply be grant- 
ed'."'anil as all motions are debatable, 
except where exiireaaly (irovided by the 
rules to the contrary, and 1 can find no 
authority affecting the application of 
the general rule to motioiia under Rule 
•0, I must (le('i(lethat discusBion cover- 
ng that point will be in order, liuiited 
;ia before stated." 

-Mr. Sivord thereupon moved that be- 
fore considering the question of granting 
supply to Her Majesty, all bills that it 
proposed to introduce bearing on the 
subjecta touched on in Hia Honor's 
speech, or any other important mea- 
ires, should first be submitted to the 
louse. 

M r. Speaker explained that the only 
thing that could bo debated at the pre- 
aent stage was some subject of import- 
e that should he dealt with iiiimedi- 
itely, such as a riot or insurrection. 

lion. C;ol. ISaker said that if Mr. 
Sword wanted to take the feeling of the 
louse as to whether tiie government 
hould bring down all their policy before 
the estimates, a vote ciuld bo taken, tnit 
the ol)ject of just wnsting time to keep 
the eatiinatea from coming down, was 
another thing. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the motion out of 
order. The government had the right to 
bring down their policy as they saw fit. 

Mr. Kennedy held that the opposition 
had every right to oppose supply, if 
there were crievancea they wished re- 
dressed and this was what the oppo- 
sition were do'ng. 

Mr. Spedcer ruled that the 
time to debate this waa when the 
motion was made to go into committee 
of supply, and not before. 

Mr. Sword appealed from tiie ruling o 
the Sjieaker. 

Mr. Sp jaker— "Shall the chair be bus 
t'.iined'?" 

A chorus of ayes was raised, but Jlr. 
Sword said that he appealed for the pur- 
pose of disouBslng the question, and 
time should be given for that before the 
vote waa put. 

Mr. Speaker gave thia permission, and 
Mr. Sword proceeded shortly to repeat 
his ol)iectionB. 

Tho vote ivas tlien taken on the (jUfe 
tion, and tho chair was sustained on the 
following division of 19 to 10.

The motion that Mr. Speaker leave the 
chair was carried, and the houso went 
into committee of tho wliole, Mr. Hunter 
in tho chair. 

On tho iinestion " shall supply be 
granted to Her IMnjestv'.' " 

Mr. Semlin renewed objections to 
granting supply, saying reoistribution 
should he brought down first. 

Hon. Col. Baker replied that the re- 
distribution bill was not an extraordiu- 
arv bill, hut brought down once in four 
years, aud therefore there waa no necea- 
aity to bring it down before the eati- 
niatea. Tho opposition could not sup- 
pose that they could dictate to the gov- 
ernment how they should bring down 
their policy. 

Mr. Kennedy claimed that former re- 
diatribntiouB had not been aatiafactory 
and until they knew what the bill was 
the opposition were quite jutisfled in 
oijpoaing it. 

Mr. Semlin moved in amendment to 
the motion " that supply be not now 
granted." 

Mr. Forster, diecnssing tho amend- 
ment, argued that three-fourths of the 
people in some districts were deprived 
of their votes, and while there w-as a 
government who refused to do justice 
the opposition were justified in refusing 
to grant snpply. 

Mr. Sword went on to say until the 
opposition knew how the promises made 
by the government were to be fulfilled 
the honee should not grant supply. 

Mr. Macpherson proceeded in the 
same strain as the other opposition 
speakers. Ho claimed that before elec- 
tions there were always large appro- 
priations brought down, aud tho only 
construction that could bo put upon it 
was that it was an attempt to bride the 
electors with their own money. (Cries 
of Ohl) 

Hon. Col. Baker called the member to 
order, as Mr. Macpherson had no right 
to impute motives. 

Mr. tiraham and Mr. Kennedy f illow- 
ed, tho latter claiming that the 12 op- 
position members represented more 
votes than the 21 members on the gov- 
ernment side. The opposition repre- 
sented 8,250 votes and the government 
8,047. 

The Premier — "The votes cast on the 
BO vern ment side were 1 7,5U7 votea and on 
tho opposition 1,'!,-I"8." 

The Premier too raised the point that 
Mr. Kennedy was not in order, the aub- 
jact not being relevant to the question 
under (iiscuBaion. 

Mr. Kennedy continued, and in the 
midst of a maES of figures asked why 
two men in South Nanaimo were worth 
four men in Delta. 

Dr. Walkem (jokingly)—" Why, be- 
cause they are better men." (Laughter.) 

Mr. Kidd and Mr. Veddar followed, 
and one by one the opposition spoke, 
and then began it all over again. Mr. 
Foster in the course of some remarks ad- 
mitted that the various deputationa 
from the various parts of the province 
had gone home well satisfied with their 
treatment Ijy the government, but he in- 
timated that this showed that the gov- 
ernment were using the public money to 
bribe the electorate. 

At half-past four the amendment of 
the leader'of the opposition was put by 
tlio chair and lost. 

When the chairman was about to put 
the main motion Mr. Sword rose to 
speak. 

The Premier, rising to a point of order, 
quoted from May to thow that the iiuiin 
(luestion had to he put forthwith. 

Mr. Sword diflered, and held that it 
was quite competent to move another 
amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley took the view that 
the house having settled that the words 

that Buppiy be not granted " should 
not be pait of the question, the house 

ad to decide now on the main ques- 
ion "shall supply be granted?" 

Then lolloweii sumo disciiHsion on the 
point cif ordi^r. and the chairman finally 
uled that there could bo no amendment 
to tlu! main motion. 

The leader of tho opposition differed 
with thia ruling, and contended that it 
was competent to move another amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Speaker was called in, and the dif- 
ficulty stated to him by the chairman. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that as the words 
proposed to be inseHed bad been voted 
lown, the vote should now be taken on 
he main motion. 

The committee of tiie v.'hole waj re- 
umod and tho chairman jiut fie main 
motion, which waa cariied and t le com- 
iii'lee rose and reported. 

It waa theninoveil by tho Premier Ihht 
upply bo granted. 
This waa carried and the Proiiier 
moved then that the house go into com- 
mittee of supply on Monday next. Ho 
was quite sure, he remarked, smiling, 
that just as soon as the opposition saw 
the actual position of tho affairs of the 
province they would, no doubt, go into 
committee at once and allow the buai- 
ness of the country to proceed, especially 
as there were several important bills 
coming down aoon. 

I\Ir. Sword moved that instead of Mon- 
lay next the worda " Friday, ttio 25[,h,'' 
bo inserted. As the premier bad inti- 
mated that BOveral important billa would 
como do wn next week it would give time 
to discuss them before tho eutimaiea 
were brought down, 

The amendment was lost and the 
main motion was carried lorlhwith. 

Several of the opposition iii(|iiirins 
when returns would bo brought down; 

The Premier took occasion to call at- 
tention to tho expense tho country wat 
put tu by the asking for returns that had 
already appeared in other forma. It wae 
not only a waste of time of the public 
servants but it was a source of enormoue 
amount of expense.

JlASTElt AND SERVANT. 

To Prevent the Introduction of Laborers 
Under Contract. 

The bill introduced by Mr. JLicpher- 
Bon iu tbe legislature to amend the 
" Master and Servant Act " is a very 
short one, being contained in one sec- 
tion. It aims at preventing the bring- 
ing into British Columbia of laborers 
under contract from other parts of Can- 
ada or from outside countries. The sec- 
tion reads as follows : 

Any iigreeoieiit or bargain, verbal or 
written, express or implied, which may 
bo made between any other person not 
a resident of lirilish Columbia, for the 
perforiuaiiee of labor or service, or hav- 
ing referenc:o to the iierformance of 
laijor or service by such other person in 
the I'rovince of British Ooluuibifl, antl 
made as aforesaid, previous to the mi- 
gration or coming into Uritish Columbia 
of such other person whose labor or ser- 
vice is contracted for, ehall be void and 
of no eflfeot as against tbe person so mi- 
grating or coming. 

(a.) Nothing in this section shall be 
so construed as to prevent any person 
from engatting under contract or agree- 
ment f killed workmen, not reniileiit in 
liritisb Columbia, to iieiform laboi in 
British Cnliiinljia in or upon any new 
induHtry not at present established in 
British Colnnibui, or anv industry at 
present established, if skilled labor for 
the purpose of the industry cannot be 
otliorwieo obtained, nor shall the pro- 
visions of this section apply to teachers, 
professional actors, artists, lecturers or 
singers.

The Bteamer Islander, arriving yester- 
day morning brings word that the con- 
dition of the trails from both Dyea and 
Skagway has greatly improved since the 
end of February, and already the ac- 
cumulated outflta iorminp; a blockade at 
th3 coast Bide of the Summit, are being 
ripidly advanced. Six thousand people 
are said to be moving forward between 
Dyea and the lakes, and poasibly four 
thousand more over the White Pass 
road. 

From the Scales to the Summit on the 
Dyea route, a groove several feet deep 
and about four feet wide has been worn 
in the snow by the passing procession, 
and this the miners are utilizing to 
facilitate their proprese. They rope 
tbeir oil-coats about them, shoot the 
chute, and find the problem of rapid 
transit Entiefactorily Bolvfid. 

At the Summit the liritish flag is still 
Hying, and duty is being religiously col- 
lected on every pound of American goods 
entering. At the same time the Can- 
adian o/licials are eo courteous and bo 
active in facilitating progress, that no 
complaint is made by anyone. At Lake 
Bennett (juite a town has sprung up, in 
corporation of which is recorded under 
the name of Portage City. It baa a re 
gularly elected municipal council, police 
and fire departments and an arbitration 
committee to whom all disputes as to 
titles or otherwiae are referred. 

On tlie Dyea trail last Saturday, Robb 
Starner, of'Ornby, Colorado, was killed 
by the accidental diacharge of his own 
revolver. Deputy Marshal Baskin, of 
Skagway, has a bullet in his leg aa a 
result of a similar accident. 

Heavy gales have prevailed this week 
in the North, as a consequence of which 
the Seattle steam schooner Del Norte, 
which called here on her way up, is 
ashore near Wrangel narrows. It is an- 
ticipated that she will get oil' all right 
with the rising tide. The old Canada 
has been beached safely on the Haynes 
Mission flats, and her cargo of almost a 
million feet of lumber, 50 tons of coal 
and an equal quantity of general mer- 
chandise will be saved. Possession of 
the hulk itaelf abides the outcome of a 
libel action already initiated in the dis- 
trict court. 

The Lucile was seen by the Islander 
at Skagway, discharging the supplies of 
the Quixotic and now abandoned relief 
expedition; while the Corona is on her 
way down and due to arrive this morn- 
ing, in tow of the tug Lorne, her own 
boiler having split from long immersion. 

Of the just arrived steamer's paaBen- 
gera, D. Van Wagner reports the dis- 
covery of rich placer claims on the 
Nimpkish river, BritiBh Columbia. 
Twenty-two ciaima at last reports were 
being worked with success, the dirt re- 
turning as high aa .^8 and .$10 a day 
wages. Hansen and Anderson, two 
Swedes, are the discoverers of the new 
diggings, and it is charged that they 
have recorded several ciaima in the 
name of their Indian day workmen in 
order to monopolize the ^onnd. This 
will be made the subject 6f immediate 
investigation.

To THE Editor :—WMll you , please 
give uio epace in your columilB for 
few remarks on above ([uestion? Ab 
the Farmers' Alliance convention 
October lust did not turn out to be 
representative gathering, it was decided 
not to push the cheap money question 
until the close of the present session of 
the legislature, and then to place the 
matter before the people at the forth 
coming elections ; but having read with 
interest both of Mr. Rabbit'a letters in 
your paper giving details of the Aus 
Italian cheap money lyaem; ale tbe 
recent; discussion in tLio leg'alature 
the same subject, I feei constrained to 
make a few remarks. I am very happy 
to know that the opposition have de- 
cided to support our scheme. Had they 
(lone BO last Eeasibn we would probably 
have had a practical scheme in operation 
by this time; but it is better late than 
never. However, if the electors do their 
duty at the forthcoming provincial elec- 
tions, irrespective of party, they will 
undoubtedly be able to get money in 
liritieh Columbia at a small advance on 
the Britieh market. It is only apathy 
on the part of the people that baa per- 
mitted this huge waste of money bo 
long. 

I Btill believe the beat way to get at 
the root of the evil, is for the legislature 
to pass an act similar to the Irish lend 
purchase bill, enabling the provincial 
government to borrow money up to a 
certain amount as required, and to ap- 
point a board of three competent land 
comtnisBioners to value the holdings of 
applicants and to recommend what 
amount is safe to advance on the security 
of such holdings. Under the above act 
the Imperial government advanced 
money at I '.j per cent, per annum, pay- 
ing oil principal and interest in, I be- 
lieve, forty-nine years, to buy out the 
Irish landlords and to enable the Irish 
tenants to live and improve their hold- 
ings. In British Columbia it is the 
foreign money lenders that is oppressing 
the farmers, and in most cases com- 
pelling them to sacrilic their produce to 
meet big interest. Again many de- 
sirable farmers are unable to buy land 
for lack of cajiital and are thereby forced 
into some other calling, to leave the pro- 
vince, or lease some otheibody's farm, 
and to pay big rent, which is much 
woree, as when their short lease^is up 
they have generally to leave or consent 
to a' raise of rent. 

If ever British Colurabiaip to be the 
home of a prosperous and independent 
people, the yoke of the money lender 
has got to bo broken, and there will 
never be a better opportunity than at 
the forthcoming elections. If those 
favor of cheap money will only do what 
is their plain duty, there will not be 
found one man in the next house to op- 
pose money being got at a reasonable 
rale of iatereat. Their first duty ie to 
watch the nominating conventions and 
Bee that honest and capable men are bo- 
lected. As it is then and not on election 
day tliat wirepullers and fleshpot hun- 
ters do the harm, frequently after nom- 
ination the electors wake up to find they 
have only the choice of two evils. 

I may say in conclusion the govern- 
meat last seeBion gave tbe cheap money 
delegates a cordial and lengthy hearing 
and seemed to ba fairly well up in the 
.Vuatralian and Saxon ayatems; alao to 
have followed tbe argument on cheap 
money in thia province closely, and now 
that the opposition members have come 
over, we should have little difliculty in 
getting money at a fair rate of interest, 
but at the electiona wo must leave no- 
thing to any party's diecretion. This is 
by far the easiest way to solve the mor- 
tgage tax question, and permanently im- 
prove the condition of the people of 
British Columbia. I say the peoi)le, be- 
cause every citizen will feel the effects 
of the change a great deal more than any 
Klondike boom, although the farmers 
will be more directly benefited. Thank-

Matters at Skagway are rapidly ap- 
proaching a ci-ieiB. This does not apply 
to the health conditions, for the spinal 
meningitis appears to be exciting much 
lesB alarm, but to the administration of 
the town. On tbe one side are the so- 
called solid citizens, supported by the 
recently arrived federal soldiery— on the 
other, the organized Bubjeots and sup- 
porters of Soapy Smith. 

Tbe latter have lately been setting all 
law and order at defiance, cases of rob- 
bery, Bhooting and less serious crime be- 
ing of daily occurrence. On Sunday 
night, the 6ch inetant, Alexander Mc- 
Lean, a prominent resident, was Band- 
bagged just outside of his home on the 
local Broadway. He recovered his 
Benses partially as he fell, and made an 
ellbrt to draw a revolver, seeing which 
his aasailnnt made haE,te to escape in the 
darkness. 

The following morning no fewer than 
twelve highway robberies were reported, 
while from a short distance up the trail 
— just beyond the military encampment 
— word was received of a cold-blooded 
murder, the victim being au inbound 
miner named H. Bean. He had been 
shot at very cloee range, bis assaBsin evi- 
dently having sprung, upon him from 
arabuBh and thrust tiho fatal weapon 
practically into his face, which was lorn 
and powder-burned. 

The body was still warm when found, 
and to all appearances nothing in tbe 
pockets had been molested. In the dead 
man's belt upwards of $300 'in bank 
notes was found, besides $33.60 in coin, 
perfional papers, and a miner's certifi- 
cate iasued by Collector A. R. Milne, of 
this citv. The theory formed by the 
military as well as at Skagway adopts 
robbery as the motive of the crime, 
those who have investigated the case 
believing that the murderer was fright- 
ened awuy before he could eearch the 
body. No clue to the identity of the as- 
BftBsin had presented itself before tbe 
Islander sailed south. 

It was chiefly tbCEe two incidenta that 
decided the respectable elemental Skag- 
way that the time for action had come. 
They accordingly conferred with the in- 
fantry ofBcers, and one week ago yester- 
day morning posted conspicnoua notices 
warning all concerned that all gambling 
rooms, "flimay" and "aure-lhing" games 
n the city or on the trail, must close, 
and all obiectionable characters leave by 
o'clock the eame day, 
A reference to the books in Collector 
Milne's oflice shows that a miners' cer- 
tificate was issued to H. W. Bean on 
February 10. Me gave as hie place of 
residence, Seattle. 

At the appointed hour the two full 
companies of military appeared on the 
Bcene and paying no attention to the 
threats of the tough element effectually 
closed all objectionable places. The 
round up was made with rifles ready, 
and the Soapy Smith party contented 
themselves perforce with mattered 
promisee of future vengeance. 

A Becond conference of officers and 
citizens was held soon after, 101 being 
present, at which it was decided to issue 
the following proclamation :
